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The greatest story ever told needs no 
embellishment. It occupies little more than a single 
page of writing. It begins with the mundane duty of 
paying taxes. It continues with a journey that was not 
unusual for the time. The plot thickens when no room 
can be found in the inn. And it ends with some of the 
most glorious pronouncements ever heard: "good 
tidings of great joy," "peace on earth," and "good will 
toward men." 

As we look forward to Christmas this year, let's 
look back to Christmases past and appreciate what 
makes them memorable. Some memories may involve 
less-than-perfect circumstances- and that's all right. 
Few reaHife celebrations resemble the slick ads and 
scenes in holiday movies. In fact, sometimes the most 
cherished Christmases take place in conditions less 
than ideal. Unrealistic expectations for a picture- 
perfect Christmas may be misleading and actually 
keep us from appreciating its more satisfying 
blessings. Everything does not have to be just right for 
wonderful things to happen. 

As such memories fill our hearts, remember that 
the reason the simple story of Bethlehem inspires us 
because everyone acted out of love: Mary, Joseph, the 
shepherds, the wise men, and especially the newborn 
babe. 



No imitations, no staging or drama, nothing less 
than real love came to earth that night. That's what 
made the first Christmas perfect, and why we 
return to celebrate each year. 

...And that's what can make this Christmas 
perfect for you. No matter the circumstances for 
Christmas this year, cherished moments are within 
reach. Hold a child in your arms. Pause to look at 
the night sky. Welcome friends and family into 
your home, and listen to heavenly choirs. Give the 
love that only you can give, and you will have a 
memorable Christmas: a Christmas that recalls that 
first holy night when, in the lowliest of 
circumstances, the Son of God was born. 

Reflect on these words: "Through all the 
advents of our life that we celebrate goes the 
longing for the final Advent, where it says: "Behold, 
I make all things new" (Rev. 21:5). Advent is a time 
of waiting. Our whole life, however, is Advent- that 
is, a time of waiting for the ultimate, for the time 
when there will be a new heaven and a new earth, 
when all people are brothers and sisters and one 
rejoices in the words of the angels: "On earth peace 
to those on whom God's favor rests." Dietrich

Two girls from CCC will leave on Christmas 
morning on a mission trip to the country of 
Myanmar. Christians are persecuted in this country 
run by a military dictatorship. Many orphans have 
lost their parents because of their faith in Jesus 
Christ. The focus of this trip will be to work with 
over 1,800 children within 9 orphanages in small 
Myanmar villages, and teaching in the Bible College 
which is affiliated with one of them. They are by 
faith, believing God will help them raise $2,600 for 
the expense of this outreach. The money will cover 
our plane tickets, lodging, food, and basic costs of 
going to this part of the world. All additional funds 
will go directly to support the many needs of the 
orphans. 

They will need our prayer support as well as 
financial assistance. Please keep them in your 
prayers for their health and safety and the health 
and safety of their team members prior and during 
their travels.
